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Fair continues record-setting stint

Every record that was ever 
established at a Fayette County 
Fair market lamb sale in the 
Junior Fair division was broken 
Thursday night as the Fair ap­ 
proached the end of its week long 
run. 
Betsy 
H artm an ’s 
grand 
champion market lamb sold for a 
phenominal $860 cwt., a big jump 
over the old record of $700 cwt. 
set just last year. 
Ora C. Burdge, representing 
New Holland Enterprises, bought 
the 115-pound lamb to kickoff the 
lamb sale in the sales arena. 
The reserve champion, raised 
by Jim Hixon, also brought a 
record price. Cockerill and Long 
Auctioneers paid a whopping $700 
cwt. for the second best lamb in 
the show. 
In front of the grandstand, 
people came from miles around 
to witness the first tractor pull at 
a Fayette County Fair in many 
years. Bob Drake, John Lykins, 
Ted Laudes, Bob Williams, and 
Norm Evans each won in their 
respective divisions. As was 
evident by the capacity crowd, 
the tractor pull was a huge 
success. 


THE FAIR’S weather has been 
ideal for the first five days, but 
the rain may still make its annual 
appearance at the 1974 Fair. The 
good weather, coupled with the 
tractor pull and lamb sale, lured 
a record 3,908 people through the 
gates after 4 p.m. This puts the 
Fair’s total attendance at over 
15,600, far above last year’s pace 
at this time. 
A total of 221 sheep were sold at 
the second

market 
livestock auctions bringing an 
average price of $96 cwt., an 
increase of more than $30 cwt. 
over last year’s average.

27-11 vote against 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The vote 
most members of the House Judiciary 
Committee regard as the most im­ 
portant they will ever cast faces them 
today as they consider articles for the 
impeachment of President Nixon. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N.J., has advised the members of the 
committee they face, “the terrible, 
tremendous burden of trying to reach a 
decision that will last for all time.” 
On the basis of their previously an­ 
nounced positions it appeared certain a 
majority of the committee is prepared 
to 
recommend 
impeachment 
if a 
satisfactory article can be drafted. 
It takes only a majority of 4he 
Judiciary Committee’s 38 members to 
recom mend impeachment 
and a 
majority of the House to impeach. It 
would require a two-thirds vote in the 
Senate to find the President guilty and 
remove him from office. 


Rep. Delbert Latta, R-Ohio, a 
committee member opposed to im­ 
peachment, sees a 27-11 vote in favor of 
a recommendation that the House 
impeach Nixon and that a Senate trial 
be held to determine whether he should 
be removed from office.

Watergate cover-up will occupy the 
committee today in the third day of its 
nationally televised deliberations. 
The meeting will begin at ll a.m. and

WASHINGTON (AP) 
The House 
Judiciary Committee’s debate on the 
proposed articles of impeachment 
against President Nixon promises 
Americans a rare look at Congress’ 
parliamentary wizardry. 
A 1,500-word draft of two proposed 
articles with 17 specific charges 
against the President was before the 
committee as a working paper at the 
start of today’s session. 
It was the starting point for debate 
and voting on amendments, amend­ 
ments to amendm ents, substitute 
impeachment articles and additional 
articles. Chairman Peter W. Rodino 
Jr., D-N.J., expects to bring final 
committee action on the articles by 
Saturday. 
Rep. Jam es R. Mann, D-S.C., 
predicted the parliam entary tools 
would be used to sculpture the final 
articles out of the draft “word by 
word.” 
Rodino said the first action would 
come on a motion by some Republicans 
to delay the committee’s impeachment 
proceedings an anticipated 30 days for 
time to listen to and examine some of 
the 64 tapes 
and 
documents 
the 
Supreme Court directed 
Nixon 
to 
release to the Special W atergate 
prosecutor. 
Confident that delay would be 
rejected by the committee, Rodino said 
he hoped to get a final vote late today 
on proposed Article I 
accusing the 
President of “directly and personally” 
acting to cover up Watergate. 
The chairman said he hoped to get a 
final vote by Saturday on all other 
articles, including draft Article II, 
accusing Nixon of eight counts of abuse 
of power, such as misuse of the Internal 
Revenue Service and creation of the 
White House plumbers. 
Some committee 
members 
have 
promised to try to add additional im­ 
peachment articles such as willful tax 
evasion and illegal secret bombing of 
Cambodia. 
Under rare rules adopted by the 


committee, each article is locked in for 
recommendation to the full House as 
soon as the committee approves it. 
There can be no going back to revise it 
before the final vote. 
Thus, the minute the committee 
approves one proposed impeachment 
article, the nation faces the second full 
House vote on impeaching a President 
in its history. 
Through the sometimes confusing 
parliamentary work will 
run 
two 
trends. 
Republicans supporting Nixon will be 
trying to whittle impeachment charges 
down to as few as possible. Various 


Democrats and the Republicans who 
have already decided to vote for im­ 
peachment will be trying to add a 
battery of charges. 
Although the opening 15-minute set

Special prosecutor asked 
to investigate Nixon taxes 


WASHINGTON

The 
W atergate special prosecutor was 
asked to investigate the preparation of 
President Nixon’s 1969 tax returns 
after the Internal Revenue Service 
found insufficient evidence to levy a 
civil 
fraud 
penalty 
against 
the 
President. 
This documentation was contained in 
a statement of information released 
today by the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee concerning Nixon’s disputed 
$576,000 gift of papers to the National 
Archives. The special 
prosecutor’s 
office has never announced any action 
in the case. 
The 552-page volume deals prin­ 
cipally with how and when the papers 
were donated and whether an im­ 
peachable offense might have been 
committed. No conclusions are stated. 
The IRS ruled last April that Nixon 
owed $432,787 in back taxes, including a 
5 per cent negligence penalty, for the 
years 1969 through 1972, as well as 
interest for 1970-72. 
The President agreed to pay without 
a contest, including the sum for 1969, on 
No surprises in economic talk 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — President 
Nixon has outlined a no-surprises 
economic policy calling for budget 
cuts, a federal payroll slash of 40,000 
persons and an appeal that all citizens 
salt away 15 cents for every $10 spent. 
Nixon made what aides termed a 
major television-radio address here 
Thursday. He was well received by 
more than I,(HJO 
businessmen and 
manufacturers and their wives who 
gathered to hear him in a ballroom at 
the Century Plaza Hotel 
Applause 
punctuated his remarks at regular 
intervals 
and 
afterw ards 
Nixon 
thanked his audience for “your sup­ 
port.” 
The President did not see some 300 
pickets who marched outside the hotel. 
These included impeachment a d ­ 
vocates and representatives of the 
United Farm Workers of America. 
Nixon was applauded when he 
pledged no return to wage or price 
controls, called for energy self- 
sufficiency and urged a re-evaluation 
of federal environmental and safety 


programs to determine whether they 
hamper production 
Basically, the President advocated a 
continuation 
of 
present 
federal 
economic programs and rejection of 
“the shock treatment of a sudden, 
drastic ‘wringing out’ of inflation, the 
cost of which in terms of increased 
unemployment 
for 
millions 
of 
Americans would be unacceptable.” 
Here is how Nixon summarized his 
approach: 
“A policy to check inflation is fun 
da mentally a policy to curb the growth 
of demand relative to the growth of 
supply. In the short run, attention must 
focus on holding down the increase in 
demand, because with few exceptions 
increasing supply takes a considerable 
amount of time.” 
Repeating a pledge to balance the 
budget due for submission to Congress 
in January, Nixon also said he will try 
to hold spending in the current budget 
year, which began July I, to close to 
$300 billion This would represent a 
cutback of nearly $5 billion from his 
goal seven months ago. 
Nixon also announced he will reduce 


the federal work force by 40,000 by next 
June 30 Aides said this would be ac­ 
complished through normal attrition 
and would not involve firings. 
Nixon urged that all Americans join 
in fighting inflation by cutting their 
own spending. He said: 
“I call on state and local gov­ 
ernments, on businesses and con­ 
sumers to hold down their own spen­ 
ding and increase their own savings as 
their contribution to the fight against 
higher prices. 
“I recognize that some Americans 
cannot cut their spending without real 
hardship 
Some expenditures by 
business cannot be cut without cutting 
production now or in the future. But 
most families could reduce or defer 
some expenditures 
building their 
savings instead 
without hardship 
Every business has some fat in it, just 
as every federal agency has.” 
He advocated “a cut of only I Vie per 
cent 
in 
personal consumption ex 
pendilures 
that would mean like 
putting away 15 cents for every $10 
spent.”

But the official, Robert Browne, said 
that if Nixon aides and tax preparers 
“could possibly testify under oath or a 
grant of im m unity,” they could 
“possibly connect the taxpayer with 
the preparation of the tax return and 
therefore change our recommendation 
against the 50 per cent civil fraud pen 
alty.” 
Browne said Edward L. Morgan, a 
former White House aide who signed a 
deed for the gift papers, and Ralph 
Newman, who appraised them, “have 
not submitted to questioning under 
oath.” And he said former White House 
aide John D. Ehrlichman had not been 
interviewed.

WASHINGTON (AP) - And now the 
decision.

sense of aw e,’’ said Rep. William S. 
Cohen, a Maine Republican considered 
leaning toward im peachment. 
“ Lord Chancellor Somers in 
1691 
r e m a r k e d th a t 
the 
im p e a c h m e n t 
process, like Goliath’s sword, ought to 
be kept in the temple and not used but 
on great occasions,” he said, and ad ­ 
ded: 
“The question we must decide is 
w h e th e r 
this 
c o m m itte e 
should 
recom m end to the House that that 
sword should be taken from the temple 
and handed to the Senate in order to 
protect and preserve the integrity of 
the Constitution of the United States.” 
The sense of awe and the deep con­ 
cern about the vote have taken a toll, 
not only in the political lives of the con­ 
gressm en, but in their private lives as 
well. 
“ I go to sleep nights — those nights 
that I do sleep — wondering if this is 


sort of a dream : im peachm ent of the 
President of the United S tates,” said 
Rep. Walter Flowers, D-Ala., one of the 
publicly uncommitted. 
“ U n fo rtu n a te ly , this is no bad 
dream ; it is the terrible truth that will 
be upon our com m ittee in the next few 
days.” 
And yet there was a dissenter, Rep. 
Charles B. Rangel, a Dem ocrat who 
represents the New York congressional 
district that em braces Harlem 
“Some say this is a sad day in 
A m erica’s history,” Rangel told his 
fellow com m ittee m em bers. “ I think it 
could perhaps be one of our brightest 
days.... 
I think it m eans to most 
Americans that when this or any other 
President violates his sacred oath of 
office, 
the 
people 
a r e 
not 
left 
helpless... 
“ I would be less than honest if I said 
that tonight I com e toward this vote of 
im peachm ent with a heavy 
heart. 
Indeed, I would be very sad if this proc­ 
ess was not available to m e and to the 
American people.” 
And Committee Chairm an P eter W. 
Rodino Jr., the New Jersey Dem ocrat 
who finished the prelim inary debate, 
said he had searched his heart and “ I 
find the President m ust be 
found 
w anting.’’ 
He said he will vote “ with a heavy 
heart because no m an seeks to accuse 
or to find wanting the chief executive of 
this great country of ours.”

“ I don’t think it will go beyond 
today,” prison spokesman Ron Taylor 
told newsmen gathered outside the 
m ain entrance of the prison just before 
dawn.

Guards with rifles and shotguns 
ringed the brick prison in downtown 
Huntsville. 
The convicts had demanded guns, 
ammunition, protective vests and “ free 
world clothing” and had threatened to 
kill the hostages.

Colored People says it will go back to 
court to fight for a cross-district in­ 
tegration plan for Detroit a re a schools. 
The Suprem e Court by a 5-4 vote 
struck down on Thursday a cross- 
d is tric tin g busing 
p lan 
involving 
Detroit and 52 suburban school districts 
in three counties. The court returned 
the case to the U.S. District Court here 
to devise a desegregation plan for 
Detroit, not including the suburbs. 
The high co urt’s ruling could affect 
other school desgregation busing plans 
in the nation. 
Attorneys for the NAACP here said 
they would attem pt to dem onstrate in 
court that suburban school districts are 
responsible 
for segregation of 
the 
schools in the metropolitan area. 
“ It will take some time for us to 
regroup ourselves 
emotionally, 
but 
w e’re going back to court,” said Paul 
Diamond, attorney for the NAACP. 
The Detroit plan was ordered in 1972 
by U.S. District Court Judge Stephen 
Roth. Roth, who died two weeks ago of 
a heart attack, ruled in 1972 that only a

districts could provide enough whites to

NEW YORK (AP) — This Sep­ 
tember, Boston’s WCVB-TV and five 
other New England stations are 
inaugurating their own mini-network 
with WCVB’s live “ Good Morning’’ 
show and giving it a five-day-a-week, 
52-week tryout. 
The network, which links the Boston 
station to one outlet in Rhode Island, 
three in Maine and one in Vermont, 
won’t exactly alarm its big brothers.

I fs only a means of offering New 
England housewives a live, regional 
alternative to whatever syndicated or 
network shows or reruns they now get 
from 9 to 10:30 a.m., says Robert 
Bennett, WCVB’s general manager. 
If the show proves a hit on the mini­ 
network, he adds, WCVB might sub­ 
sequently try out a regional sports 
program for the early evening hours 
and occasional regional news specials 
after that. 
Bennett, whose station is an ABC 
affiliate, 
says 
the 
morning 
show, 


costing nearly $7,000 a week, originally 
was developed to both provide live local 
programming and fill a mid-morning 
time hole caused by the lack of network 
programming at that period from ABC. 
The reason he proposed the six- 
station hookup, he says, “ is really 
because we’ve had so much success so 
quickly with 
Good Morning’ we 
thought it might play just as well in 
other New England areas. 
“ Although we do it in Boston, it’s 
very much New England in the way ifs 
done. And most of the people in this 
region kind of think of Boston as their 
main metropolitan area.’’

Lanhart, the show offers interviews 
with news figures,

NEW YORK (AP) — The failure of 
the administration to develop an ef 
fective program against inflation has 
so demoralized Americans that it could 
plunge 
the 
nation 
into 
a 
deep 
depression, a consumer pollster said 
today. 
Albert Sindlinger, whose research is 
widely circulated in the White House, 
the Treasury, the Federal Reserve and 
Congress, said public nervousness has 
reached 
the 
point 
where 
growing 
numbers fear bank failures. 
While the administration continues to 
say the economy is recovering, Sin­ 
dlinger said in an interview, the public, 
worried about its falling buying power 
and rumors of layoffs, believes the 
opposite. 
Daily telephone interviews with 
householders throughout the country 
show, he said, that millions fear that 
government doesn’t understand the 
seriousness of inflation and is content 
to talk it away. 
Specifically cited by those polled, he 
said, was the comment by Herbert 
Stein, chairman of the Council of 


Economic Advisers, that the American 
people themselves are to blame for 
inflation because they have declined to 
accept higher taxes. 
Based on past experience, Sindlinger 
maintains, correlations can be made 
between levels of confidence and future 
economic conditions. 
So alarmed did he become over what 
he said was a precipitous drop in the 
public’s confidence about future buying 
power, jobs, the stability of banks and 
the economy in general, that he per­ 
sonally pleaded his case at the White 
House. 
As 
a 
result, 
a 
White 
House 
representative visited Sindlinger & 
C o.’s Swarthmore, Pa., office to 
monitor the responses coming in on the 
firm’s battery of telephones. 
Following that meeting, he visited 
Arthur F 
Burns, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board; William E. 
Simon, Treasury secretary; Paul W. 
McCracken, former chief economic 
adviser; Vice President Gerald R. 
Ford, and influential 
members 
of 
Congress. 
His campaign reached a climax July 
13 at Camp David, Md., where he said 


he spoke with various cabinet under­ 
secretaries in meetings that extended 
into Sunday morning. Many shared his 
fears, he said. 
While some congressmen also share 
his views, Sindlinger said, he believes 
certain advisers around the President 
would rather believe that the worst is 
behind us rather than face the facts 
Since then, the Senate voted for a 
conference 
on 
inflation 
among 
business, labor, congressional, Federal 
R eserve 
and 
administration 
representatives. 
Sindlinger’s surveys are conducted 
independently and sold to clients, many 
of them 
businessmen, 
for 
use 
in 
measuring and forecasting attitudes 
that might have an effect on sales or 
general economic conditions.

investigation relative to a statutory 
contempt charge which has been 
filed by the Fayette County Common 
Pleas Judge against a reporter for 
an area newspaper. 
There is no doubt that the basic 
issue involved is the right of the trial 
judge in a criminal case to control 
the conduct of the trial in such a 
manner as to assure the defendant a 
fair trial, as determined by rather 
rigid standards which have been set 
by appellate courts, against the right 
of the press to disseminate any in­ 
formation that may come to its 
attention during the course of a 
criminal trial. 
In an interview with Judge Coff­ 
man, the judge stated that the 
United States Supreme Court, in the 
case of Sheppard v. Maxwell has 
placed upon the trial court the 
responsibility to assure that the 
defendant gets a fair trial, and that 
among the steps available to the 
judge is a warning to reporters about 
the 
impropriety 
of 
publishing 
material not yet introduced in court. 
The jury should determine the 
case on the evidence introduced at 
the trial, and matters about the case 
not admissible in evidence should 
not be brought to the jurors’ at­ 
tention during the progress of the 
trial. In the case of Marshall v. 
United States, the United States 
Supreme Court has held that even 
where jurors have indicated that 
they would not be influenced bv news 
articles read by them containing 
improper information, the defendant 
must nevertheless be granted a new 
trial. 
A review of the official transcript 
of that part of the trial proceedings 
which gave rise to the contempt 
charge indicates that there was a 
discussion between attorneys and 
the trial judge, out of the presence of 
the jury, about the necessity of a 
continuance because of the absence 
of an important witness for the 
prosecution who had agreed to turn 
state’s witness. 
After 
the 
continuance 
was 
granted, J udge Coffman noticed that 
the 
reporter 
now 
charged 
with 
contempt was present in the cour­ 
troom and had heard the discussion 
which transpired, and indicated that 
••this 
might 
introduce 
a 
real 
problem ’’ The transcript shows the 
judge stated that she was “ not op-

posed at all to the newspaper doing 
their job,’’ and that rather than to 
identify the witness, the reporter 
should just 
indicate a 
material 
witness to the State’s case was not 
available; "just don’t identify him, 
just put ‘a material witness,’ which 
will be most helpful and remove all 
responsibility the newspaper has to 
the Court” . .. “ pretrial publicity has 
a tendency to impede the justice that 
should be found within our court’s 
system” . . . “ that would solve our 
entire problem and still give the 
public the right to know that the 
matter was continued and why,” 
were the words used. 
Judge Coffman said in the recent 
interview that as she left the cour­ 
troom after this discussion, she was 
approached by the reporter who 
indicated to her that he might not be 
able to comply with her directive to 
him, and that the reporter was then 
told that he had better comply with 
the directive or he would have to 
suffer the consequences. 
The afternoon of the same day. 
June 25, 1974, a local newspaper, the 
employer of the reporter mentioned 
above, printed a news story about 
the trial, identifying the witness 
whose absence caused the con­ 
tinuance. When court reconvened 
the following day for a continuation 
of the trial, the defense attorney 
called the trial judge’s attention to 
the news story and asked that the 
members of the jury be questioned 
to determine if any of them had read 
the story. 
On examination of the jury, it was 
disclosed that all but two or three of 
the jurors had read the story, and 
defense 
counsel then moved the 
court to grant a 
mistrial. 
The 
motion was granted, even though the 
jurors who indicated they had read 
the article also stated that they did 
not feel it would influence their 
decision in the case. Naturally, the 
mistrial will cause an additional 
expense to the county and has in 
effect 
wasted 
many 
people’s 
valuable time. 
When asked for her views on the 
subject. Judge Coffman indicated 
that while she is completely in favor 
of the right and duty of the press to 
fairly and impartially report all 
proper information to the public, she 
feels that there must be some sense 
of properiety, preferably voluntary, 
during the course of criminal trials. 
Freedom of speech does not give a 
person the right to shout “ Fire” '. in a 
crowded 
theatre. 
The 
rights 
of 
defendants in criminal cases to a 
fair trial must be protected. With the 


increasing number of criminal 
trials, and the increasing cost of 
each of them, and the increasing 
particularity of appellate courts in 
their determination of what is a fair 
trial, it behooves the trial court to 
take such proper steps as may be 
necessary to assure fair trials. 
It does not seem sensible to waste 
the time of the court and court of­ 
ficials, 
the 
trial 
attorneys, 
the 
witnesses, 
the jurors and the 
county’s money, just so the press 
can 
print 
improper 
information 
during the course of a trial.After the 
trial is over, they may give as 
complete an account as they wish, 
because it cannot then influence the 
outcome of the trial. In the face of 
irresponsibility, it is the court’s duty 
to take action w hich might otherwise 
be unnecessary. 
Judge Coffman also stated that 
she had recently issued rules to law 
enforcement 
agencies 
restricting 
information 
which 
could 
be 
disclosed prior to trial concerning 
defendants which might have to 
stand trial at a later date. She feels 
these rules were both necessary and 
appropriate to protect the right of 
persons charged with crimes to a 
fair trial, and says that they are in 
no way an adverse reflection on our 
law enforcement officers, who are 
doing a commendable job. 
These rules are part of the court’s 
effort to avoid 
m istrials 
and 
reversals 
of 
convictions 
in 
the 
future. While they have been called 
“ gag rules” , they are actually what 
have been recommended by the 
American Bar Association for some 
time. 
The local attorney who will be 
charged with prosecuting the above 
mentioned contempt affidavit would 
not comment on the case except to 
say 
that 
the 
present 
contempt 
charge is against one reporter and 
no additional charges against any 
oilier person or organization has 
been threatened or even 
con­ 
templated since there is no sufficient 
basis for such action at this time. 
Ile did state, however that there is 
always a chance that further in­ 
formation could lead to other ac­ 
tions. 
Judge ( offman indicated to this 
reporter that this factual article 
relative to the current contempt 
proceeding, could not prejudice a 
decision in any way as the trial 
would not be before a jury but w ill be 
heard by a judge who is from 
another area far removed from the 
area covered by this and other local 
publications. 


NOTE— 
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New man on Cyprus 


Rights and wrongs and conflicting 
national interests are interwoven in 
the fabric of the Cyprus problem. It 
is not an open-and-shut m atter to 
label the bad guys and good guys; 
the history preceding the present 
situation is far too complex to 
permit that. 
Having said this, one can also say 
with confidence that the man who 
drove out Archbishop Makarios and 
took over the government in a bloody 
power play is not much of a bargain. 
The self-proclaimed new president 
of the island nation, N icholas 
Sampson, has a long record of 
bullying and violence. He also has 


few evidence q ualifications 
to 
govern, being both poorly educated 
and hot-headed. 
Nico Sampson has parlayed his 
taste for m urderous violence into 
power. 
In recent years he has 
published a new spaper (whose 
revenues he augm ented, according 
to a Los Angeles Times report, by 
threatening the lives of businessmen 
who declined to take out ads). His 
ostensibly patriotic activities date 
back to the 1950s when Cyprus was 
struggling for its independence from 
Britain. 
In those days Sampson, by his own 
later 
account, 
specialized 
in 
shooting British soldiers on the 


streets of Nicosia. This led to a 
dubious hero status and to his being 
sentenced to life imprisonment by 
the British, who released him with 
the coming of independence. He 
became a m em ber of the Cypriot 
parliam ent, but in the 1960s sent his 
gunmen out to kill Turkish officers 
and civilians on Cyprus. 
Sampson reportedly has had a 
long association with the Greek 
m ilitary intelligence. This may have 
something to do with the fact that on 
occasion 
he has 
fought 
against 
fellow Greek Cypriots who were 
loyal to Makarios. All in all, he does 
not appear to be the man to unite the 
warring factions on Cyprus. 


WASHINGTON CALLING . . . 
Marquis Childs 
Filling Warren’s shoes 


SACRAMENTO—The flags are at 
half m ast for a native son who served 
the nation well. Earl Warren as chief 
justice of the United States led the way 
out of the seg reg atio n dead-end 
quickening hope that the two worlds, 
black and white, could be brought 
together. 
In the sam e way during his two term s 
as governor of California, with re- 
election to a third term interrupted 
when he was named chief justice, 
Warren set moderate progressive goals 
both for the state and for his party. He 
was in a long standing California 
tradition that accepted change, the 
inevitable change of this change in 
ways least burdensome both to the rush 
of newcomers from across the country 
and to the native sons. 


WAREN’S DEATH comes as his 
party in California stands betwixt and 
between past and present. His district 
of Gov. Ronald Reagan who turned his 
face against so many things which 
Warren stood for was no secret. Ending 
his second term , Reagan was the 
smooth television star who presence 
was the m essage with issues thrust out 
of sight. 
In 
the 
recent 
p rim ary , 
the 
Republicans 
nominated 
State 
Con­ 
troller Houston 
Flournoy 
as 
their 
candidate for governor. At 44, he is 
nearly 20 years younger than Reagan. 
He was a form er teacher of history and 
constitutional law at Pomona College 
before he defeated Sen. Alan Cranston 
for the controller’s office. 
Looking younger than his years with 
a quick response and a lively sense of 
humor, Flournoy could be, as he has 
been billed on occasion, the moderate 
progressive successor to Warren in 
rebuilding the party. But the weight of 
the Reagan past hangs over him. The 
governor made an all-out attem pt 
campaigning throughout the state two 
years ago to put over a constitutional 
am endm ent which would have frozen 
taxes at a certain level and at the sam e 
time put a limit on all social services.

Ohio Perspective 
Anti-cheating law 
is effective today 


By ROBERT E. MILLER

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — From now 
on it’s going to be tougher on butchers 
who put their thumbs on the scales and 
m erchants who cheat in Ohio. 
Today is the effective date of a 1974 
enactm ent that greatly increases the 
powers of the Ohio D epartm ent of 
A g ricu ltu re and its counter p a rt 
agencies among local governments. 
The 
new 
law 
em pow ers 
the 
agriculture director or his agents to 
enter any com m ercial business place 
and to seize evidence for possible use 
later in a court. Such seizure must 
occur during normal business hours. 
Rep. Richard L. W ittenberg, D-44 
Toledo, and some other legislators won 
passage of the omnibus bill after 
co m m ittee 
h earin g s 
and 
floor 
deliberations spanning 14 months. 
Now an agriculture director may go 
into any court of record and request an 
injunction to halt suspected unfair 
business practices. 
The beefed-up powers are included in 
a voluminous statute that clarifies and 
spells out the director’s duties and 
responsibilities. It also stiffens penal­ 
ties. 
Offenses such as false labeling of 
weights and m easures can bring up to 
90 days in jail, or a fine of up to $750, or 
both, for a first offense. Subsequent 
violations are punishable by up to six 
months in jail and a possible fine of

“ They’re the result of a biological 
misunderstanding of the middle ages,” 
she said in an interview last fall in 
Louisville, Ky., at the Episcopal 
Church’s convention, which refused — 
by a technicality — to authorize women 
priests. 
She said the medieval world didn’t 
understand that a woman’s seed is just 
as essential as a man’s in producing 
life. “ If women can’t represent men at 
the altar, then men can’t represent 
women,” she said. 
Mrs. Piccard, widow of the late 
famed aerospace scientist Jean P ic­ 
card, became the first woman in space 
in 1934, when she piloted a spherical 
balloon to an altitude of 57,559 feet into 
the stratosphere. 
A holder of degrees in philosophy, 
psychology, 
education 
and 
organic 
chemistry, Mrs. Piccard was a con­ 
sultant to N A SA ’s Manned Spacecraft 
Center in Houston between 1964 and 
1970, and is holder of numerous awards, 
including the Harmon trophy from the 
League of International Aviators. 
For a decade, she also has served 
with Episcopal schools in Houston and 
in MinneapolisSt. Paul, Minn., where 


since 1970 she has been a deacon, the 
first step toward the priesthood 
Usually, a deacon advances to the 
priesthood in six months to a year. But 
Mrs. Piccard, as a woman, has waited 
five years. 
She’s among 120 Episcopal women 
who 
have 
completed 
theological 
training, been ordained deacons, and 
now are waiting to enter the priesthood. 
About 200 other Episcopal women are 
studying in seminaries. 
Amid that gathering pressure, the 11 
women deacons planned to jump the 
gun, defying the church’s practice and 
policy, and be ordained at the hands of 
the inactive bishops. 
H ow ever, church standing com ­ 
mittees of their home dioceses have not 
approved — as required by canon law 
— and most of their home diocesan 
bishops say the women would be barred 
from functioning as priests.

W hat you don’t know about insects 
can kill you. 
So say 
medical authorities, who 
stress 
the 
importance 
of 
knowing 
w hether you are allergic to insects that 
bite. 
Trouble is many people don’t know. 


A study of several thousand insect 
bites by the American Academy of 
Allergy shows that half of those suf­ 
fering severe reactions didn ’t know 
they w ere susceptible to insect venom. 
Actually no one knows the exact toll 
in lives because sudden death in a 
garden or while outside m ay be a t­ 
tributed to heart attack without further 
medical investigation. 


At 
the 
sam e 
time 
the 
Health 
Insurance Institute says flying insects 
and ants are expected to kill more 
people this year than snakes and 
spiders. 
These insects cause 2 out of every 5 
deaths resulting from venomous bites 
in this country. 
The first danger sign that a sting m ay 
cause severe problems m ay be short­ 
ness of breath, palpitations of the 
heart, inflammation of the affected 
area. 


Of course, most people only have a 
m ild 
re a c tio n , 
a 
little 
localized 
swelling, perhaps. However, a person 
with any unusual reaction should seek 
or go immediately to a doctor or 
hospital for em ergency treatm ent. 
If he is aw are of his allergy, he should 
carry the proper medication with him 
when exposed to insects. 


But how do you protect yourself if 
you’re stu ng 9 
The first thing is to find the stinger 
that m ay have been left in you 
If it’s there, beware. Don’t pull it out. 
It contains a sac of benom and the m ore 
pressure you apply the more this poison 
seeps into the body 


ICE IS BEST 
Your best approach is to scrape it out 
with your fingernail, or a sharp in­ 
strum ent. Then thoroughly wash the 
wound to avoid infection Apply ice or 
cold com press if possible 
Biting insects such as mosquitoes or 
ticks have no venom But their saliva 
can cause trouble by entering your 
tissues while they are siphoning your 
blood. 


What do you do? 
For the tick, apply a drop of mineral 
oil, gasoline or kerosene to it. This 
relaxes it. Then it can be removed with 
a tweezers. Here, too, the wound must 
be throughly cleaned. 


But don’t try to pull out the tick with 
your fingers. It can leave its jaws 
im bedded in your skin and cause in 
fection.

Beware of excess weight 
it may shorten your life 


Attention fat sw im m ers and sun­ 
bathers: That gut you sport is out of 
fashion. It no longer is an indicator of 
success. 
Rather, says the Healtn Insurance 
Institute, it is a sign that your life is in 
danger. Actuarial tables reveal that 
excess weight can shorten you life, lead 
to heart attacks, arteriosclerosis, high 
blood p ressure and diabetes. 
So w hat to do ? 
Most 
a u th o ritie s re c o m m e n d 
a 
sensible reducing diet. 
H ere’s one prescribed by the Life 
Extension Institute, a New York-based 
medical group specializing in providing 
physical exam inations for thousands of 
executives annually. 
The first step is a thorough review of 
your dietary habits: rich foods, bet­ 
ween 
meal 
snacks, 
TV 
w atcher’s 
munches. 
You should make a list of what you 
eat, and with the help of a diet book or 
your physician, separate the foods into 
three categories 
fats, carbohydrate, 
protein -plus alcohol. 
Next, estim ate the caloric value of 
each food on the basis of its content, 
and how much of it you eat at each 
meal or on a daily basis 
Now calculate from a diet table the 
num ber of calories you need according 
to your sex, age, height, build and daily 
activity, and in most cases you will find 
you have been eating a lot m ore than 
you require 
However small 
that excess may 


appear, you must now aoout one-third 
less. This is the am ount of food you will 
be eating for quite a while. 
Then comes the part that is hardest 
to stick by—removing large portions of 
those heavily caloried foods from your 
diet. 
For exam ple, pasta and potatoes 
(especially chips or fried). Also, says 
the Life Extension Institute, you should 
cut down butter intake except what you 
use in preparting foods. Here you might 
substitute a vegetable oil 
F urther, trim down on other fats in 
the m eats, cheese and salad dressings 
you use. In their place you may in­ 
crease the use of bulky foods such as 
vegetables, green salads and fruit. 
Salt and other condim ents should be 
used sparingly, too. 
And now the bad news for some is 
that in order for the diet to be truly 
effective, you should give up alcohol. 
Some other tips: 
E at frequent small m eals to satisfy 
hunger as it occurs and to forestall 
bet ween meal m unching 
Try the anti-gourmet approach of 
preparing simple m eals, condiment 
free and low in salt content.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Gov. John 
J. G illigan ’s campaign manager 
Thursday blamed the governor’s aides 
for giving Gilligan bad information on 
the state’s financial picture. 
Eugene “ Pete” O’Grady said the 
governor relied upon his staff for the 
figures that showed the state would 
have no surplus. 
Gilligan finally did a turnabout and 
said there was $80.5 million in excess 
funds for public spending, which was 
put in the supplemental appropriations 
bill passed Tuesday. 
Asked if the turnabout had hurt 
Gilligan’s credibility, O’Grady said: “ I 
believe his credibility suffered only be­ 
cause he relied upon his staff. 
“ The governor can’t know all things 
at all times,” he said. “ In that par­ 
ticular instance he got trapped in the 
mouse trap.” 
O’G rad y’s remarks came amid 
statehouse reports that Budget and 
Management Director John B Olsen 
and Ja y Tepper, the governor’s 
financial advisor, were in “ hot water” 
because of the unpredicted surplus. 
Republicans in the legislature had 
been shouting for weeks that an $80 
million surplus existed. Gilligan said 
they were “ chasing moonbeams” and 
“ there is no surplus.” 
Democratic sources said Gilligan, 
just before having to announce there 
was a surplus, lectured Tepper for 
several minutes about misleading 
legislators on financial matters.

(A P )—The

There will be no authority to 
dispense with the rule, except by a vote 
of two-thirds of the members of the 
board present and voting. 


The proposal also outlines a weighted 
voting provision. Prior to calling for the 
final vote on any issue, the chairman 
may ask if any representative desires a 
weighted vote. If there is no request for 
a weighted vote, then the board will 
follow written voting procedures. 


In order to pass an issue for which 
weighted voting has been called, an 
affirmative 60 per cent of the weighted 
votes cast by representatives present 
and voting is required. 
Mrs. Lou Briggs, president of the 
League of Women Voters in Franklin 
County, attended the meeting and 
suggested citizen membership on the 
board of trustees.

House OKs 
strip mine 
legislation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The House 
has passed a bill that would establish 
national environmental controls for 
coal strip mining, sending it to the 
Senate where similar legislation was 
approved last fall. 
A House-Senate conference to iron 
out differences between the two ver­ 
sions was viewed likely. 
A m ajor difference is a provision in 
the Senate bill prohibiting strip mining 
of millions of tons of federally owned 
coal beneath ranch and prairie lands in 
the West. 
The House bill, approved 291-to-81 
Thursday, does not include such a 
prohibition although it would require 
the surface owners, consent before the 
federally-owned coal could be mined. 
Approval in the. House cam e after six 
days of som etim es heated floor debate, 
during 
which environmentalists a t­ 
tacked the bill as too lax and energy- 
industry forces criticized it as too 
stringent. 
The bill would establish a seat of 
federal environmental standards for 
surface coal mining and would create a 
new strip mining agency in the Interior 
D epartm ent to enforce them. States 
would be perm itted to establish their 
own enforcem ent program s under he 
bill. But their standards would have to 
be as strong or stronger than the 
federal ones. 
The bill would ban strip mining in 
such a reas as national forests, parks,

funds from the fiscal year that ended 
July I so that no one gets the idea it has 
too much money. 
It “seems to happen every July,” the 
ARS spokesman said, because of the 
decision-making process at the agency. 
Research projects are received or 
solicited early in the fiscal year and 
evaluated but usually not approved 
until the following June, as the fiscal 
year coincidentally is winding up, he 
said.

Father Needs Help, Not Children 
My husband is most impatient 
with our l(Lyear-old twins. They 
can’t express any reaction 
without having their father 
berate them. How can I help 
them during these moments? 
Mrs. H.R., Minn. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
The real target for your help 
should be your husband, who 
apparently has little or no 
understanding of the bill of 
rights of children. 
Even though youngsters do 
not have the so-called major 
problems of family life they do 
have all the conflicts, in­ 
securities, rivalries, jealousies 
and other problems associated 
with their own age group. 
Most parents today ap­ 
preciate the right of a child to 
express an opinion, even if it is 
not in agreement with their 
own. Talking out these dif­ 
ferences establishes better 
relationships between parents 
and children. Mutual respect 
for ideas is a goal to be achieved 
in every family. 
Your husband should be 
encouraged to read some of the 
excellent material that is 
available on this subject. 
Discussion with a psychologist 
will give him a better insight 
into the emotional needs of his 
children and will, in fact, add 
greatly to the happiness in your 
home.

Sen. Taft calls 
for housing plan 


KINGS MILLS, Ohio (A P )- U.S. 
Sen. Robert Taft, R-Ohio, saying the 
only quick cure for slum areas is if oil is 
discovered there, called Thursday for 
housing rehabilitation to preserve city 
neighborhoods “in early stages of 
decline.” 
Taft, in a text prepared for delivery 
before the Ohio Conference on Com­ 
munity Development executive board 
meeting at the Kings Island Inn, ex­ 
iled 
plained his proposed amendment for 
what he called the first m ajor housing 
bill before the U.S. Congress since 1968. 
*‘There was extensive rhetoric about 
the last bill saving the cities,” Taft 
said. “There are no such promises with 
the housing bill now In conference.” 
The 
senator 
said 
that 
the 
bill 
promises to end “ two years of funding 
cutbacks, 
indecision 
about 
federal 
policy, stagnation of the programs and 
lack of progress.” * 
The Senate proposals for funding 
would decrease money 
coming 
to 
Ohio’s central cities by 70 per cent, 
while 
increasing 
funding 
for 
surrounding areas by 461 per cent, Taft 
said. 
“The best we can get is a possible 
compromise which gives the Housing 
and Urban Development Department 
considerable discretion in the funding 
formula,” 
he said. 
Taft said 
the 
compromise would assure the cities of 


their present level of funding for 
several years. 
Taft emphasized the need for housing 
rehabilitation in early stages of decline 
to “save money that would be needed 
later for comprehensive urban re­ 
newal." 
He went on to say that his am end­ 
ment would also require at least 80 per 
cent of federal housing funds to be 
spent on activities designed to alleviate 
either deteriorating areas or to aid low 
or moderate income families. 
Taft called on the board to continue 
responsible planning of program s 
aimed at easing housing problems. 
“ I am confident that Ohio’s cities and 
the people involved can meet this 
challenge in the sam e way they have 
faced up to challenges in the past,” 
Taft said.

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Claim Turks building up 
offensive force on Cyprus 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — Turkey is 
building up its invasion force in Cyprus 
and grabbing new territory on several 
fronts in violation of the cease-fire, 
military and diplomatic sources claim. 
The sources gave no specific figures 
but cited eyewitness reports of troops, 
trucks, arm or and other war materiel 
pouring into the Turkish beachhead on 
the north coast. 
Waves of Turkish helicopters were 
seen flying over the Kvrenia mountains 
Thursday to inland landing zones on 
this M editerranean island 45 miles 
south of Turkey, the sources said. 
One 
foreign 
m ilitary 
attach e 
estim ated that the initial Turkish force 
of about 6,000 men that landed Satur­ 
day might have swelled to more than 
10,000, despite the cease-fire that took 
effect Monday. 
However, the cease-fire was reported 
holding up fairly well. 


Sporadic firing along the “Green 
Line” separating Nicosia’s Greek and 
Turkish quarters was the only fighting 
reported Thursday. 
Turkish troops have added one or two 
miles a day to their beachhead east and 
west of the port of Kyrenia. It is now 
about 15 miles wide. 
Military sources said Turkish forces 
also are widening their corridor from 
the sea to the main Turkish enclave at 
Nicosia. 
United Nations observation posts 
have reported several 
changes 
in 
Turkish positions on the eastern and 
western edges of this corridor since the 
ceasefire went into effect. 
Turkish and Greek troops are 500 
yards apart on the western edge of 
Nicosia 
international 
airport. 
UN. 
forces averted a m ajor battle for the 
runways by occupying the airfield and 
calling in reinforcements.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Following 
are the rem arks of U.S. Rep. Delbert 
Ohio, during House Judiciary Commit­ 
tee debate on the im peachment of 
President Nixon: 
“ Wouldn’t the m ere thought of im­ 
peachment by an opposition Congress 
cause future Presidents to tailor their 
acts to the wishes of the Congress, 
thereby weakening the office of the 
Presidency? 
All 
must 
agree 
that 
today’s world demands strength, not 
weakness in the office of the President 
of the United States. 
“As we deliberate in the closing days 
of these hearings, each of us on this 
Committee must consider the effect the 
President’s removal would have on the 
strength of this office and the respect it 
enjoys throughout the world. 
“For the past year allegation after 
allegation has been hurled at the 
President. Some of them have been 
stated so often many people have come 
to accept them as facts, without need of 
proof. Our job as m em bers of this 
committee has been to sift through 
these allegations and to attem pt to 
ascertain whether any or all of them 
are unture and supportable on the floor 
of the House. 
“ Yes, and if need be, in the Senate of 
the United States. 
How can the m em bers of this com­ 
m ittee, 
who 
have 
m ade 
public 
statem ents, and have themselves in­

impeachment, 
prior to our deliberations, retract those 
statem ents, undo those actions, and 
assum e a role as an im partial juror? 


How do you overcome the powerful 
influences of such pro-impeachment 
forces as organized labor, COPE, ADA 
and sim ilar groups on the minds of 
m embers sym pathetic to their causes? 
“The truthful answ er is you don’t, 
and I am not about to represent to the 
good people of the Fifth Congressional 
District of Ohio or the people in this 
great nation that you can do otherwise.
